It is expected that the law will be 
invoked promptly and that the duke 
of Guise will be sent wandering upon 
the lonely road of exile which many 
of France’s greatest have followed at 
one time or another.

THE PROPOSED LIQUOR 
REFERENDUM. 


Senator Edge of New Jersey has introduced a 
resolution for the submission of the wet and dry 
iasue to national referendum in the presidential 
election of 1928. The question presented would be 
the modification of the Volstead act to permit the 
sale of alcoholic beverages in states which do not 
choose to prohibit it by their own laws. 

The eighteenth amendment prohibits the manu- 
facture, sale and transportation of intoxicating 
liquors in the United States and all territories 
under its jurisdiction. Senator Edge’s resolution 
assumes that a beverage may be alcoholic and not 
in any normal usage intoxicating. The Supreme 
court would have the last say on modification. It 
might follow the election returns and hold that if 
a beverage was not in fact intoxicating as used, it 
was not in law intoxicating. Intoxication is a 
question of use, of the individual and of the social 
conception of it. It can have a legal] and physio- 
logical definition. It is a vague term unless it 
means a condition openly revealed as disturbing 
either to the victim or to others. Most people who 
drank dig, not get intoxicated in any social sense 
and law is supposed to be concerned with social 
conditions and not with a chemical analysis of 
them. 

So long as the eighteenth amendment is in the 
constitution congress in trying to modify the Vol- 

tead act even with the affirmative vote of the 
people behind the modification can only guess at 
the opinion of the Supreme court. The only as- 
_suredly definite test would be on the repeal of the 
amendment itself. 

Nevertheless, prohibition is in politics and it is 
getting deeper in. In Pennsylvania, Ulinois, New 
York, New Jersey, Delaware, and other states 
political leaders of the highest position and author- 
ity are committed to modification and some elec- 
tions this fall may swing on this question. An 
issue which has the country so disturbed should 
be in politics. It cannot be submerged. 

Probably the first question raised against Sen- 
ator Edge will be that of the authority of the 
United States to put a liquor referendum on the 
ballots of any state which does not want it there. 
The states conduct the elections and the United 
States does not. 

Prohibition in congress is not a matter of con- 
vietion but of political security. Until recently the 
congressional assumption has been that the drys 
had the edge in most of the country. The con- 
Sressmen are beginning to question that now. 
Senator Edge hopes to prove that sentiment has 
changed. The congressmen will discover that 
through contact with their constituents or the 
constituents will change congressmen. 

Congress wil] not die on the ramparts for this 
issue. All it asks is a chance to know in which 
direction to jump and it will not require two jumps. 


OUTRAGE IN WASHINGTON. 


George L. Cassidy was arrested as he was about 
to enter the house of representatives office building 
in Washington. He carried a brief case which he 
@ropped when a policeman confronted him. It 
broke and ran.

The proposed amendment, however, need not 
lead to the abuse that Dr. Darby feared. If the 
alien, upon entering the country, is given a cer- 
tificate of admiasion, he has all the proofs he needs 
of his right fo remain. No immigrant from Europe 
will feel that he is being unjustly treated when he 
is required to carry his certificate with him. Every 
European government requires every citizen to 
carry identification papers. We do not see why 
the burden of proof should not be transferred to 
the immigrant provided he is given some simple 
means of proving his case. 


MR. GOODING IS IN THE

middle west was defeated in the senate a few days 
ago, already has a substitute for it which he 
hopes will get by.

_ Senator Gooding for months was telling the 
country that it was morally wrong to allow the 


| railroads to reduce their rates to meet the com- 


petition of the water carriers. It was a matter 
of principle, he insisted. He was accused of at- 
tempting to injure the midwest for the benefit of 
his own sparsely populated section, but the accusa- 
tion was met with indignant denials. 

Now he ts out in the open. His original proposal 
was defeated by a combination of New England 
and midwestern opposition.

SMOKE. 


The effort for abatement of the smoke evil has 
so far resulted in failure. One needs to produce no 
meticulously gathered statistics to prove this. All 
that is necessary is a trip to the top of one of 
the city’s tall buildings, such as The Tribune 
Tower, whence can be seen at any time scores of 
stacks and chimneys belching soot and smoke. 

Chicago is now suffering from a mild epidemic 
of the flu. Whether a portion of this illness can 
be traced to the evil effects of polluted air we 
cannot say. We do believe, however, that some, 
if not much, of the winter’s regular toll of poor 
health is due to the air, laden as it is with poison- 
ous gases°and injurious foreign matter coming 
from ill-tended, poorly constructed furnaces. 

Though much remains to be learned as to the 
exact scientific bearing of smoke on health, enough 
material has been collected to prove that the at- 
mosphere of the smoky city has a direct injurious 
effect on bodily well-being. The acrid, poisonous 
compounds and soot particles irritate sensitive 
membranes, increase the susceptibility to pulmo- 
nary, gastro-intestinal, and nasal and throat dis- 
orders, diminish potential reserve, and increase 
fatigue, trritability, and malcontent. 

Smoke in Chicago cuts off approximately half 
ot the possible winter sunshine, and sunshine is 
a necessary bodily tonic. Smoke inereases humid- 
ity and the frequency and duration of mists and 
fogs. Smoke and smoke-induced weather are de 
pressing. 

Warm weather is not far away now. Fires will 
be allowed to go out. A large proportion of the 
city’s smoke will be eliminated thus automatically. 
With clearer skies, the whole problem will be al- 
lowéd to fall of its own inertia. No move will 
be made to remedy the causes. And next winter 
will find the smoke evil more noxious than ever. 

Instead of permitting the abatement effort to 
lapse during the summer, the fireless months 
should be the ones during which all agencies should 
be the most active. It is the time for the inspec- 
tion and repair of furnaces and boilers which win- 
ter observations have shown to be faulty. With 
fewer chimneys at work, it should be easy to locate 
those that violate the law and bring them to order, 

Official and semi-official authorities whose mis- 
sion it is to abolish Chicago's smoke can accom- 
plish much between now and next October pro- 
vided they will not forget the complete failure of 
the efforts of the past winter and will resolve 
that next winter must see the city a cleaner, 
healthier place in which to live.

The feeling was natural, yet it is 
easy to carry the inference too far. It 
is hardly reasonable to draw conclus- 
jons from the fact that a stock mar- 
ket which got itself utterly out of 
touch with business realities is now

go people, probably to “ the bear 
party " itself, the violence of last week's 
continued break in stocks was unex- 
pected; yet the market's action cannot 
be called. illogical. 

Seme Prophetic Signs. 

The fact that, even at the beginning 
of last week, the stock exchange price. 
averages had been brought down to the 
average of the early days of last Sep- 
tember, and that the figure even then 
was much the highest reached at any 
time during or since the war, is at least 
significant. 

It only can mean that last autumn’s 
inflation of prices on the stock exchange 
was carried further beyend the bounds 
of reason than even conservative watch- 
ers realized. The most casual calcula- 
tion of actual or prospective dividend 
yield, at the recent highest prices, on 
stocks which were the favorite mark of 
speeulation for the rise, proves the ex- 
tent to which the market had parted 
company with intrinsic values. 

Even allowing for all subsequent split- 
ups and extra dividends, some of the 
stocks which broke most heavily last 
week, if purchased at the top prices of 
November or February would have re- 
turned barely 8% per cent net to the 
investor.

Egg eaters of the middle west who 
like rich yellow yolked eggs are wiser 
than the easterners who prefer the 
pale yolked eggs. While the pale 
yolked egg is one the eastern buyers’ 
high grades, scientists say it has no 
practical superiority, and, quite to the 
contrary, is much less valuable as food 
than the egg with yolk of rich yellow. 
It would be profitable for the poultry- 
men of the midwest to help educate 
the consumer to the fact that the deep 


indication that they are rich in vita- 
mins and therefore much better food. 
Palmer and Kempster’s tests at the 
Missouri station showed that the yel- 
low of the yolk is due to a pigment 
known as xanthophyll, obtained by 
hens from eating yellow corn and 
green feeds which are rich in vitamins 
essential to the proper nourishment of 
hens as well as humans. 

Henderson points out that if a flock 
owner wants to cater to the “ pale 
yolked” class of consumers he must 
avoid feeding yellow corn and green 
feed, but if he wants his hens to be 
healthy and lay eggs rich in vitamins 
he should supply those feeds. 

Missouri tests show that hens “ed 
on white corn develop an eye disease 
similar to roup and lay pale yolked 
eggs for a time, then cease laying. 
Many of them finally die unless their 
ration is corrected, experts say.
